Assassins of 
Rulers Glory in Their 


Crimes and Are in No Wise Deterred 


by Penalties— Would Have the Na­ 


tions Agree on Some Desolate Spot 


to Which Could Be Transported All 


Enemies of Government. 


W ashington, Dec. 6.— Senator 
Mc- 
Comas of M aryland made an extend­ 
ed and carefu lly prepared speech in 
the senate during the day with an­ 
archy for his them e, and was followed 
by some b rie f r€*marks by Mr. Hoar 
of M a ssa ch u setts on the difficulties in 
the way of dealing with anarchist as­ 
sassins. 
Mr. M cCom aa' rem arks showed care­ 
ful exam in ation of the legal authori­ 
ties. 
He m aintained that congress had 
full power under the Constitution to 
en a ct a law punishing with death any 
person killing a president or assault­ 
ing the president with intent to kill. 
or aiding, in citin g or procuring such 
an act. 
He favored rigid provisions 
in the im m igration lawn for the de­ 
portation of alien anarchists. 
Much 
of the speech was devoted to an ex 
planation of th e dangerous doctrines 
o f anarchy and the extent to which 
these d octrines had been propagated 
within re ce n t y ears. 
Senator H o a r’s rem arks were inter­ 
esting as co m in g from the venerable 
chairm an o f th e judiciary committee. 
which will h av e much to do with the 
fram ing of an y legislation on this sub 
Joel. 
He said th e difficulty was that 
assassin s o f k in g s and rulers always 
gloried in th e ir crim es and were in no 
wise deterred by the fear of punish­ 
ment. 
F or th is reason he thought It 
was alm ost u sele ss to mult ply punish­ 
ments.

he suggested, would be to have the 
civilised n atio n s of the world agree

W ashington, Dec. 6.— Senator Pen­ 
rose has introduced In the senate a 
bill for the regulation of immigration 
prepared by himself and the com m is­ 
sioner general of immigration, which 
looks to a general revision of the laws 
upon this question. 
The measure provides for a duty of 
$3 per head on all persons coming into 
the United States from foreign coun­ 
tries except those who are citizens of 
this country or of Canada or Mexico, 
the fund to be thus raised to be ap­ 
plied to the payment of the expenses 
incident to the regulation of 
immi­ 
gration. 
The bill excludes all idiots, paupers 
and persons liable to become a public 
charge and those afflicted with con­ 
tagious diseases.

Steam ship companies are prohibited 
under heavy penalty from advertising 
for foreign business.

W ashington, Dec. 6.—8en*tor 
Me- 
Comae of Maryland made an extend­ 
ed and carefully propared speech in 
the senate during the day with an­ 
archy for his theme, and was followed 
by some brief rem arks by Mr. Hoar 
of M assachusetts on the difficulties In 
the way of deaJloc with anarchist as­ 
sassins. 
Mr. M tComas’ rem arks showed care- 
* ful examination of the legal authori­ 
ties. He m aintained that congress had 
full power under the Constitution to 
enact a law punishing with death any 
person killing a president or assault 
lag the president with intent to kill, 
or aiding. Inciting or procuring such 
an act. 
He favored rigid provisions 
In the immigration laws for the de­ 
portation of alien anarchists. 
Much 
of the speech was devoted to an ex­ 
planation of the dangerous doctrines 
of aaarohy and 'the extent lo which 
these doctrines had beea propagated 
within recent years. 
Senator Hoar’s rem arks were Inter­ 
esting as coming from the venerable 
chairm an of the Judiciary committee, 
which will have much to do with the 
fram ing of any legislation on this sub 
ject. 
He said the difficulty was that 
assassins of kings sad rulers always 
gloried la their crimes and were In no 
wise deterred by the fear of punish­ 
ment. 
Por this reason he thought It 
was almost useless to muK ply punish­ 
ments. 
The most effective remedy, 
he suggested, would be to have the 
civilised nations of the world agree 
upon some desolate spot on the earth’s 
surface to which all anarchists who 
upheld assassination or the overthrow 
'of governm ent .should be transported 
In such a community th e anarchist 
could carry out his theories of living 
without a government and the world 
would be rid of his presence. 
The senate passed s bill extending 
the life of the industrial commission 
until Feb. IS next. to complete the 
w ort It now has In hand. 
The committee which will consider 
an appropriate tribute 
to the la** 
President McKinley was announced.

Washington, Dec. 6.—Tbe new Hay* 
Pauncefote treaty has been made pub­ 
lic. 
It provides that the new treaty 
shall supersede 
the 
Clayton-flulwer 
treaty; toat th e canal may be con­ 
structed under the auspices of 
the 
United States in such manner as that 
country may sse fit. either at Its own 
coal ct by a stock company, and that 
the tinted S tates shall have the ex­ 
clusive right to menage the canal; 
that the United Btates «hall guarantee 
the neutrality of the canal on tbe 
basis of the treaty of Constantinople, 
making the canal free and open to all

WHAT TO OO WITHf FORESTS. 


Chief Fire Warden of the State Expresses 


Some Views on This Important 


Question. 
C. C. Andrews, chief forest fire 
warden of the state, has expressed 
some views and furnished some data 
which will be of interest to those 
living in northern Minnesota, on the 
question 
of 
forest 
reserve. 
Mr. 
Andrews said: 
“ G erm any,” said Prince Bismarck, 
“ can organize a vast army, because , 
she has enough educated men for J 
commssioned officers. 
It will not do j 
for any o f her neighboring countries 
to say they can do the same, for; 
they cannot.’’ 
So Minnesota, by her natural ad- * 
vantages of clim ate and soil, can do} 
more in forestry than most of h er; 
sister states. 
Rain and sun do not 
fail; and in scattered localities she j 
has in the aggregate about 3,000,000 
acres of hilly, rocky or sandy soil, 
on 
which 
forest 
will 
perm a­ 
nently flourish. 
If these 3,000,000 
acres were to be planted in the next 
eighty years, an equal proportion 
annually, at the end of that period 
arid forever after, the state would 
derive from her forests a net annual 
revenue of $3,000,000, representing a 
capital of $100,000,000. 
The great benefits of our state from 
such forrests over and above the 
magnificent revenue in money would 
be, first, a regular supply of lum ber 
which will be very much needed 
when its population shall be 4,000,000 
or more; secondly, 
the prosperity 
th a t comes from a m ultitude of labor­ 
ers receiving steady wages in the 
forest and in the m anufacture of 
lum ber; and, thirdly, those general 
benefits where the non-agricult ural 
lands of a country are well forested, 
such as good roads in the forests, 
sustained w ater supply in stream s, 
am elioration of clim ate and beauty 
fur any of her neighboring countries 
of landscape.

WHAT TO DO WrrHFODESTS. 


Chief Fire Warden ef the State Expresses 
Seme Views ea This knpirfnl 
Question. 
C. C Andrews, chief forest fire 
warden of the state, has expressed 
some views and furnished some data 
which will be of interest to those 
living in northern Minnesota, on the 
question of forest reserve. 
Mr. 
Andrews said: 
“Germany,” said Prince Bismarck, j 
“can organize • vast army, because 
she has enough educated men for 
commisioned officers. It will not do 
for nny of her neighboring countries 
to say they can do the name, for 
they cannot." 
So Minnesota, by her natural ad* * 
vantages of climate and soil, can do I 
more lo forestry than most of « H 
sister states. 
Rain and sun do not 
fait; and in scattered localities she 
has in the aggregate about 3,900,000 
acres of hilly, rocky or sandy soil, 
on 
which 
forest 
will 
perma­ 
nently flourish. 
If these 3,000,000 
acres were to be planted in the next 
eighty years, an equal proportion 
annually, at the ead of that period 
and forever after, the state would 
derive from her forests a net annual 
revenue of $3.000,000, representing a 
capital of $100.000,000. 
The great heaefite of oarstate from ! 
such forrests over and above the 
magnificent revenue in money won Id 
be, first, a regular supply of lumber 
which will be very much needed 
when its population shall be 4,900,000 
or more; secondly, the prosperity 
that comes from a multitude of labor­ 
ers receiving steady wages in the 
forest and in the manufacture of 
lumber; and, thirdly, those general 
benefits where the non-agricultural 
lands of a country are well forested, 
such as good roads in the forests, 
sustained water supply in streams, 
amelioration of climate and beauty 
for any of her neighboring countries 
of landscape. 
The state will have to purchase a 
portion of these 3,009.000 acres of 
non-agricultural lands in order to put 
them in forest, and a begining should 
soon be made. But probably 2.000,- 
000acres of these lands now belong to 
the United States, and it is not un­ 
likely that our Minnesota delegation 
in congress could have them gran tod 
to our state for forestry purposes. 
The lands would first, however, have 
to be examined by the United States 
geological survey to determine what 
subdivisions are unsuited for general 
agricultural purposes. The United 
States geological survey can make 
such examination without any fur­ 
ther legislation. Those who feel an 
nterest in the matter could properly 
write to thetr senators and represen 
tatives in congress on the subject.

BURDEN DIED 
• VERY SUDDENLY. 


He Succumbs al Northern Pacific 


Sanitarium Late this After­ 


noon Without Warning. 


BOY 
INJURED 
AT 
JENKINS 


While Standing Near A Caboose 


He was Violently Knock­ 


ed Over. 
D. S. Burden is the name of the 
man who was hit by the engine of 
the Minnesota & International pas­ 
senger near 
Merrifield 
yesterday 
afternoon about 3 o’clock and brought 
to the Northern Pacific Sanitarium 
in this city. 
It seems that the man was walk­ 
ing on the track going north at the 
time, and, of course, had his back to 
the train. 
The engineer saw a man 
on the track and was about to blow 
the whistle, but the pedestrian step­ 
ped to the left of the grade as 
though he had heard the approach­ 
ing train and got to one side to avoid 
being hit. 
The train rushed on and 
the man still walked to the side out 
of the reach of the engine, but as it 
pulled up within a few rods of him 
he deliberately, though perhaps un­ 
consciously, stepped to the center of 
the track. 
The engine hit him with great 
force and threw him in the air thirty- 
five feet. There was quite a heavy 
embankment and he was thrown 
violently to the ground and w as sent 
rolling several rods. 
The train stopped and Conductor 
Bush and other trainmen went out 
and picked the man up. He was con­ 
scious when he was picked up and 
seemed able to move some of the 
muscles of his body, but it was im­ 
possible to tell how badly hurt he 
was. 
He was carried to the baggage 
car of the train and brought back to 
Brainerd. 
The injured man was thoroughly 
examined at the Sanitarium and it 
was found that he had been pretty 
roughly handled. 
His left leg is 
broken in two places, several ribs are 
fractured and there are numerous 
other bruises alx>ut the body. 
The 
surgeons, of course, could not tell 
what internal injuries there are, if 
there are any, but it is thought from 
his general condition and state of 
mind that he was badly hurt in­ 
ternally. 
Burden is a fanner living not far 
from Merrifield, and he was walking 
to that town yesterday afternoon 
from his home when he was hit by 
the train.
